' the sen ing of stated number of lashes 


on the bare back of tbe convicted man, 
who first is tied hand and foot to tho 
post, says the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat. The measure makes no provision 
in auy manner for its use as a» punish- 
ment for female criminals. 


Any male person over 18 years of 


aga who shall strike or beat a girl or 
woman shall be punished by not less 
than 15 nor more than 50 lashes, in- 
flicted by the sheriff with a rawhide 
whip. Any male resident of the state 
over 14 years of age who shall be 
guilty of profanity shall be given no 
less than 5 or more than 15 lashes. 
Petit larceny is punishable by from 
5 to 50 lashes, and tramps are to re- 
ceive from 10 to 50 blows from the 
rawhide whip 
A man who deserts 


his family must bare his back, to at 
least 30 lashes, while the number in 
aggravated cases may run as high as 
75. The man who drinks "win come in 
for his share of the terrible rawhide, If 
the measure passes the'legislature. 
Upon the fourth convic'tion^of Intoxica- 
tion be shall receive not less than 10

Above Sea fcevel, Relative Height 
From Earth «»d Distance From the 
Sun—Formula* Hast De Rewritten. I 
Nikola Tesla announced the other 


day another new discovery in elec- 
tricity. This time it is a new law, and 
by reason of it, Mr. Tesla asserts, a 
large part of technical literature will 
have to be rewritten. Ever since any- 
thing has been known about electricity 
scientific men liav.o taken for granted 
that the capacity of an electrical con- 
ductor is constant When Tesla was 
experimenting in Colorado, he found 
out that this capacity is not constant, 
but variable. Then be determined to 
find out the law governing this phe- 
nomenon. He did so, and all this he 
explained to the New York Sun. Here 
is what be said: 
i 


"For many years scientific men en- 


gaged in the study of physics and elec- 
trical research have taken it for grant- 
ed that certain quantities, entering con- 
tinuously in their estimates and calcu- 
lations are fixed and unalterable. Tbe 
exact determination of these quantities 
being of particular importance in elec- 
trical vibrations, which are engrossing 
more and more the attention of experi- 
menters all over tho world, it seema 
to me important to acquaint others 
with sdme of my observations, which 
have finally led me to tbe results now 
attracting universal attention. These 
observations, with which I have long 
been familiar, show that some of the 
quantities referred to are variable and 
that, owing to this, a large portion of 
the technical literature is defective. I 
shall endeavor to convey the knowl- 
edge of the facts I have discovered in 
plain language, devoid as much as pos- 
sible of technicalities. 


"It is well known that an electric cir- 


cuit comports itself like a spring with a 
weight attached to it.' Such a spring 
vibrates at a definite rate, which is de- 
termined by two quantities, the pliabil- 
ity of the spring and the mass of the 
weight. Similarly an electric circuit 
vibrates, and its vibration, too, Is de- 
pendent on two quantities, designated 
as electrostatic capacity and Induct- 
ance. The capacity of tjae electric cir- 
cuit corresponds to the pliability of the 
spring and the inductance to the mass 
of the weight 


"Exactly as mechanics and engineers 


have taken It for grafted tbat the plia- 
bility of the spring remains the same, 
no matter* how It be placed or used, so 
electricians and physicists have as- 
sumed that the electrostatic capacity 
of a conducting body, say of a metallic 
sphere which is frequently used in ex- 
periments, remains a fixed and un- 
alterable quantity, and many scientific 
results of the greatest importance are 
dependent on this assumption.' -Now, 
I bave discovered' tbat this-capacity is 
not fixed and unalterable-at all. On 
the contrary, It is susceptible to great 
changes; so that under certain con- 
ditions It may amount to many timeg 
its theoretical value, or may eventually 
be smaller, inasmuch a every electric- 
al conductor, besides possessing an in- 
ductance, has also- a certain amount of 
capacity, owing to tbe variations of the 
latter. The inductance, too, Is seeming- 
ly modified by the same causers that 
tend to modify the capacity. 
These 


facts I discovered some time before I 
gave a technical description of my sys- 
tem of energy transmission and teleg- 
raphy without wires, which, I believe, 
became first known through my Bel- 
gian anil British patents. 


"In this system I then explained that 


In estimating the wave length, of tbe 
electrical vibration in the transmittmg 
and receiving circuits due regard must 
be 'had to the velocity with which the 
vibration i* propagated through each 
of the circuits, this velocity being giv- 
en by the product of tbe wave length 
and the number of vibiatioas per sec- 
ond. The rate of vibration being, how- 
ever, as before stated, dependent on the 
capacity and inductance in each case, I 
obtained discordant values. Continu- 
ing the investigation of this astonish- 
ing phenomenon, 1 observed that the 
capacity varied with the elevation of 
the 
conducting surface above the 


ground, and I soon ascertained the law 
of this variation. 
The capacity in- 


creased as the conducting surface was 
ele\atcd in oft^n space from one-half to 
three-quarters of 1 per cent per each 
foot of elevation. 
In buildings. Ifow- 


temperature, ana a trine quieter *4 
night than In daytime, particularly if 
the sun is shining. 


"Taking together the reiolta of nrf 


investigations I find that this varia- 
tion of the capacity and consequently 
of the vibration period is evidently do* 
pendent, first, on the absolute height 
above sea level, though In a small de- 
gree; second, on the relative height of 
the conducting surface or capacity 
with respect to tbe bodies surrounding 
it; third, on the distance of the earth 
from the sun, and, fourth, ion the rela- 
tive change of the circuit with respect 
to tbe sun caused by the diurnal rota- 
tion of the earth. These facts may ba 
of particular interest to meteorologists 
and astronomers. Inasmuch as practi- 
cal methods of inquiry may result from 
these observations, v*»ich may be use- 
ful in their resp^agre fields* It is prob- 
able that we shall perfect instruments 
for indicating the. altitude of a place 
by means of a circuit properly con- 
structed and arranged, and I have 
thought of a number of other uses to 
which this principle aiay^be put 


"It was in the course of investlga< 


tioHs of this kind in Colorado that 1 
first noted certain variations in elec* 
tricai systems arranged in pecullav 
ways. These variations I first discov- 
ered by calculating over the results I 
had previously noted, and it was only 
subsequently that I actually perceiveii 
them. It will tbus be clear that som< 
who have ventured to attribute tbf 
phenomena I have observe 1 to ordi- 
nary atmospheric d-jairbancts 
made a hasty conclusion.*

The conference report on the army 


re-prsanization bill has been accepted 
by the senate and thepresident now has 
a law, waiting for his own signature, 
th*t gives him arf army of I'OO.OOO men. 
This i* the number of men required t'o 
take proper action, in the Philippines 
"a.ii<! yet maintain the national de- 
fenses in general. 


On the passage of this army reorgan- 


ization bill the anti-administration men 
made their last hard fight. They tried 
to" amend the bill so that its provisions 
wduld bring death to the government's 
Philippine policy. They were defeat- 
ed. Senator Hoar's amendment, pro- 
viding that none of the soldiers' be used 
in fh* Philippines other than to main- 
tain peace where United States author- 
ity Is now supreme, was tabled and that 
was the emj of the last serious move 
against the Administration.. The pas- 
tte*6 of the Sptfoner1 bill, which com- 
ptetes the administration's power in the 
islands, Is the only thing now necessary 
to fully equip the government to han- 
dW tll« Philippine problem. 


FAY, BUT OONrr PENSION 


The idea of pensioning public ser- 


vant* is getting hold of the Massachu- 
setts, mind. The bill in the legislature 
providing pensions far police 'officers, rn 
Which local interest has been manifest- 
ed, serves by way of example. There is 
neither justice, economy or true kind- 
ness in such measures. The pensioning 
idea is alt wrong. 
"Why should a man, receive a pension? 
The answer will naturally be because 
he ha* be*n «. faithful public servant. 
TUere Is no Other answer, and that is 
no answer at all. It is a man's duty to 
be faithful in whatever work he agrees 
to d'o. If b,{0 compensation is satis- 
factory to him he is under every obli- 
g»tion to use his best energies. If his 
compensation iff not satisfactory to him 
thS thirtg for him to do is to get out. 
Itten' are not forced into being police 
officer* or any other kind of officers or 
public servants'. They seek the ptosl- 
tJon»—often 10 applicants to one va- 
cancy—an agreeable means to them to 


• earn a living. The state and city are 
under no obligations to them. 
'If it is maintained the state or city is 
under obligations to it» servants we 
shall find ourselves in a queer tangle of 
reasoning. Obviously, if the man is not 
paid enough for his service the state is 
under obligations to him. But if he 
iff paid as much and more for his. work 
in the service of the public than he can 
command from any other employer the 
public owes him nothing. To maintain 
that the public does owe him some- 
thing under there circumstances is to 
cjfcton that no man is ever fully paid 
for his services. Now that may be, but 
WjUre is the justice in making the hosts- 
4t W«n In private employment, who get 
1*0 pennon* fine! invariably set less 
w»go», pay taxed so that the very few 
in the public service may be favored 
ajid pensioned? 


, If we owe the public servant more 
than he is retting let us pay him. Sup-' 
pOKing we pension the $20 a week public 
servant at about half pay and he lives 
10 years to enjoy his pension? That 
means w« shall pay him about $5,000 in 
addition to what we paid him while he 
waa in active service. Now we either 
o»<v him that much for his services in 
Addition to what he got 'or we don/t 
ow* him a. cent. If w« owe him that 
much additional w« should have paid 
it. to him when due and not kept him 
uniting: 25 years for it. 
His salary 


»houH have betn high enough to have 
brought Tilm this $5,<MW In the course of 
ht» H yean service. Should ho die 
JUKI before completing the 25 years we 
akonlc: pay about 15,000 to his heirs, and 
should not pay about $5,000 to hto heirs, 
ajftd the** helr»,proba»ly a needy family, 
Ww«M fea ohtated out <of that amount 


which •hould have be*n paid in th* 
higher salary. 


1 his pen»ioninr businea* is a queer 


sort of lottery, life Insurance or bank- 
ing business for the public to enter into 
with its servants. It should not be ap- 
proved. Every man ahouid be paid 
wh&t he is worth, and paid while he is 
earning it. To b« just to all. this 
should be done whether a. man stays 
one year or 50, in the servics, or 
whether he lives one year or S-* in it. 
This is our imperative duty. The man 
who is nttt in- the public service has to 
put up with lost time through lack of 
ernp'oyment and when he grow* old the 
only pension he enjoys is what he has 
saved or the accommodations of the 
poor farm. This man should not be 
compelled to carry a burden of taxa- 
tion to pension his far mtore favored 
Brother who succeeded' in ge^ing a 
placu in the public service.

Probably tbe most tragic state of af- 


fairs resulting from tbe attempted rush 
of prospectors from Port Valdez, Alas- 
ka, Into the Yukon valley in 1898-9 has 
just been brought to light in the report 
of Captain W. B. Abercrombie, Second 
United States Infantry, in charge of 
building tbe transalaska, military trail, 
bays tbe New .York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser. He says: 


"After an uneventful voyage of sis 


days anchor was dropped at Port Val- 
dez, Alaska, on April 21, 1899, about Q 
o'clock p. m. Tbe scene that followed 
tbe arrive! of our vessel at Valdez was 
one that I shall not soon forget. Crowd- 
lug aboard the steamer came tbe argo- 
nauts of last season's rush into tbe 
(popper river valley. They now consid- 
ered themselves full fledged miners, al- 
though many of them bad never ban- 
died either a pick or shovel since their 
entry Into tbe country. A mow motley 
looking crowd it would be bard to im- 
agine. Mackinaw suits of all varieties 
•and colors, faded and worn by expo- 
sure to tbe elements autj their long 
journey over the Vaififiz glacier from 
tbe Copper river valley. They seemed 
to be sadly demoralized, and from a 
hurried conversation I bad.witb six or 
seven I had kno^n the year before I 
was led to belie^ ^ tbat hundreds were 
dying of starvation and scurvy beyond 
tbe coast range in tbe Copper*river val- 
ley. Host of tbose then in tbe settle- 
ment of Vaildez bad little or uo money, 
but notwithstanding tbis fact a whole- 
sale orgy was inaugurated tbat lasted 
until midnight, the cabin and tbe decks 
of the steamer giving evidence of tba 
potent influence of the liquor on tbose 
wbo had indulged so freely and wbo 
were now lying around in various atti- 
tudes sleeping off tbe effects. Tbat 
they bad passed a terrible winter waa, 
beyond all question of doubt 


"One of the first men from whom I 


could get an intelligent account of tbe 
condition of things was Quartermas- 
ter's Agent Charles ,Br own, wbose salu- 
tation to me was r 'My, captaini it has 
been clear hell! I tell you, tbe early 
days of Montana were not a marker to 
•what I '/ave gone through tbis winter. 
It was awful!' 


"I noticed hi talking to these people 


tbat over 70 per cent «f them were 
more or less mentally deranged. My at- 
tention was first directed to tbis fact 
by their reference to a 'glacial demon.* 
One big, rawboned Swede in particu- 
lar described to me bow tbi* demon 
bad strangled his son on tbe 'glacier. 
his story being tbat be bad Just started 
from Twelve Mile Camp (a; small col- 
lection of huts Just across. the coast 
range of mountains from Valdez) with 
bis son to go to the coast in company 
with some otber, prospectors. When, 
half way up the summit of tbe glacier, 
his son, who was ahead of him hanllnff- 
a sfed while be was behind puahing, 
called to blm saying that tbe demon 
bad attacked Him and bad his arms 
Around bfe neck. Tbe\fai6er ran to 
tbe spa;* assistance; but, as be de- 
scribed It, bis sen, being very strong, 
soon drove the demon aw»y, and tbey 
passed on their way np toward the 
summit of Valdez glacier. "Tb£ weather 
was very cold and the wind blowing 
very bard, so that it made traveling 
very difficult in" passing over the ice 
between tbe huge crevasses through 
which it was necessary to. pick their 
way to gain fhe summit. While in tbe 
thickest of these crevasses tbe d«mon 
again appeared. He was said to be a 
small, heavily built man and very ac- 
tive. He again sprang on the son's 
ahoulders, this time with sucb *. grasp 
that, although the. father did all be 
could to release him, tbe demon finally 
strangled the son to death. Tbe old 
man then put the son on the sled and 
brought him down to Twelve Mile 
Camp, where the other prospectors 
helped to bury him, 


"During the recitil of this tale the 


old man's eyes would blaze, and be 
would go through all the actions to 
Illustrate just hpw he fought off bis 
Imaginary demon. When I heard this 
story, there were some 10 x>r 12 other 
men in tbe cabin, and at that time 
it would not have been safe to dispute 
the theory of the existence of this 
demou on the Valdez glacier, as every 
man in there firmly believed it to be a 
reality. 1 was informed by Mr. Brown 
that tbis was a common form of men- 
tal derangement incident to those 
whom a fear of scurvy bad driven out 
over the glacier, where so many had 
perished by freezing to death." ; 


The condition of these men afflicted 


with scurvy is described as follows r 


"Tbey were crowded together from 


IB to 20 In log cabins 12 by 15 feet, in 
the center of which was a stove. They 
spread their blankets on tbe floor at 
night and lay down like sardines in a 
box. Many of them bad frostbitten 
faces, hands and feet. Their fpstwear 
consisted of tops of rnhhpr hoots, cut 
»fT 
and 
manufactured 
into shoes. 


Around their feet tbey had wound 
strips of gunny sacks in place of socks. 
Across tbe cabin were suspended ropes 
on which were hung various articles 
ef apparel that had become wet in 
wallowing through the deep snow. The 
«dor emanating from this clothing, the 
sore feet of those who were frozen, the- 
saliva and breath- of those afflicted 
with scurvy, gave forth a stench slm 
ply poisonous to a man who was we!'

The board of health met last evening 


and completed its adjudications on the 
local sources of ice supply and the 
adjucations were filed today. The ad- 
judications1 on all but the Hudson brook, 
ponds were announced in this paper 
some days ago and all were favorable. 
The board has now decided to condemn 
Dr. H. J. Millard's ice and to accept B. 
W. Gleason'a ice. The adjudications are 
griven below omitting in each report the 
introduction. 


On Dr. H. J. MUlard's petition. 
The source of ice supply designated 


by the said MUlard in his said notice 
is situate on the 'Hudson brook, so 
called in Clarksburg, and. is commonly 
known and designated' as "Hudson 
brook pond."

This WH Be Asked For By 


a Wealthy Friend of 


the Family 


WILL OFFER Timf EXPENSES 


OF THE SPECIAL SESSION 


Probability It will Not be Granted. 


Much Discussion About the Place 


of the Shooting, 
was Mrs. 


Fo.jberg in Quarrel ? 


Today's developments in the Fosbunr 


case center around ths efforts of the 
family to secure a speedy trial for the 
young man under arrest, instead of 
waiting till tha July term of the grand 
jury. Seneca 
M- Taylor, a \\ealthy 


lawyer of St. J.iouis. arrived inl Pittsfield 
late !a.t siglit, and said to Mr. Fos- 
burg1 that he would make every effort 
to have a special session of the superior 
court held tbr the trial, at his eyr>ense, 
and that he personally w-ould stand all 
the expense tnat -would fall on the 
county from this special session. 


It la highly improbable, however, that 


this will be secured. It is against all 
Massachusetts precedent to have spe- 
cial sessions oC the higher courts al- 
though it is done in other states- Young 
Fosburg is out urJ3er bail, and it is 
practically certain that he will have to 
wait until July for his trial. 


A statement m=»de by Miss Sheldon of 
Providence j;3sierday ha» .caused a 
grpat deal of speculation. This state- 
ment was that the body of Miss May 
Fosburg was lying in her own room, 
and that she was shot in her room, in- 
stead of white standing inl the hallway 
The account of the affair giver* out by 
the family was *hat she was shot while 
in the hall, an I this hag been the ac- 
cepted statement until now. R. L- Fos- 
burg, the father, was asked thjs morn- 
ing about it, and said that as nearly as 
he remembered the body <fell in the hall, 
just at the sill of the door lead'ns to 
the girl's room. Henry S- Plumb, who 
was one of the flrst on the scene, said 
todav that he did nbt remember at all 
about this point. 
" Every effort is> now being made to lo- 
cate the shoe which was found in the 
house, but so far without success. 


Concerning the 
district attorney's 


statement that he does not believe thai 
burglars did the shooting, young Foe- 
burg says that he never met Mr. Gard- 
ner, 
and that therefore he cannot ex- 


press an opinion 'on the statement.

was also developed during the day as a 
result of the publfcation of the fact 
that a well known criminal, named 
Quinnl is unde/ suspicion. 


Mr. Taylor's first proposal after alight 


ing from the train was one calculated 
to startle this community. 


"Robert • Stewart Fosbur? is Inno- 


cent," said Mr. Taylor, "and it would be 
a shame, considering the peculiar 
phases of thig case, to wait six months 
before giving him an opportunity to 
prove his innoe-'nfce. I propose to move 
without delay for an extra term of 
court so that this young man may have 
a speedy trial. 


"An extra term would mean consid- 


erable expense, which the taxpayers 
may not care <o stand. I shall offer a 
bond guaranteeing to pay all the costs 
o.l the trial mvself, every cert of It. I 
don't knew thnt there is a precedent 
for this, but. If not, I wfl! make a pre- 
cedent." 


Turning to young Fosburg's father,

01 receiving other valuable instruction 
•which are offered them almost free of 
cost. The committee in charge of the 
matter have worked hard to so arrange 
for instructors a«d for a place for the 
classes, so that the charges would be 
very slight and young men of very 
Blight means might be able to take ad- 
vantage °f the opportunities offered. 
Although the committee have failed so 
far to »*t the school started their ef- 
fort* In their good work should be 
recognised as they have tried hard to 
do a good work and it is not their 
fault that It ia a failure.

The advertisei is to an extent forgotten 
and it will take time to make up what 
Js lost. "Out of sight, out of mind" is 
especially true in advertising and it is 
economical policy to always keep your 
name before the public. 


Then again, too little attention 
is 


paid to preparing the advertisements. 
The copy is written at the last mo- 
niCiit, 
j^bt to fill the sp^e. 
it 


isn't 
convincing—very seldom 
c&n- 


tains good and sufficient reasons for 
the customer to call and altogether has 
a hit or miss style that carries no 
weight. 


Or, the advertiser tries to eay too 


much. Tries to advertise too many 
things at once. Don't try to put a full 
inventory of your stock in one adver- 
tisement. Quote one, two or three bar- 
gains, tell about them, the people will 
know you have more goods in your 
store without enumerating them each 
time. You will then be able to get 
oetter display to catch the eye. 


None of our largest and moat suc- 


cessful advertisers make these errors. 
Watch the Boston Store's advertising. 
It's always there, you cannot forget 
it. They do not put in words to fill up 
space, not a bit of It, every 
word 


counts. They don't put everything they 
have in their store in their "ads" hke 
a bill of fare in a restaurant, but take 
one or more good bargain* and tell you 
about them.

Our Jfaval Officer* Study 


Based on ImmrlVary War*. 


Many persons have never heard of the 


Naval War college at Newport, R. I. 
This institution has a president and a 
college staff on duty the year round and 
a class of 25 to 30 officers ordered in at- 
tendance from June to September in- 
clusive. The class is composed mainly 
of officers of executive and command 
rank and is divided for work Into com- 
mittees of six to eight members, the sen- 
ior in each being chairman. The com- 
mittees are assigned separate rooms, 
with chart tables and desks. 


Work for the class is cut "'it by tho 


staff during tbe winter, including "strate- 
gic situations" based upon imaginary 
wars between the United States and va- 
rious foreign powers. 
To make 
the 


wording of these impersonal the United 
States is always designated as "the blue" 
and the foreign power as "the red." Tbe 
military and naval forces of the two 
countries are compiled and classified and 
all their bases and lines of communica- 
tion carefully studied before the "situa- 
tion" is prepared. 
' Copies of this situation are then given 
to the chairmen of two committees, one 
being informed that he is commander in 
chief of "the red" and the other that he 
commands "the blue," and they are in- 
formed that the game is to be played OB 
A certain day. 


On the day appointed for the game a 


large chart table is placed in a central 
room. Upon the table is tacked a ^hart 
of the theater of operations, and beside 
this are placed red and blue lead pencils, 
rulers, dividers, duplicating notebooks 
and a record sheet, while around the 
board are bung for reference telegraphic 
cable maps, consulate maps and coaling 
station maps. There is also provided a 
spinning arrow to decide the direction of 
the wind or nature of the weather when 
this is of importance; also a table of 
classes of vesvls, with fighting values, 
speeds, endurfltice and visibility.—Lip- 
pincott's Magazine.

youth for the hardships of the cai-ip. 
Yet, as it is, our high school might 
serve this purpose very well. Everv 
imaginable climate is represented, and 
what is more, all at the same tin.e. 
The wind whistles shrilly around the 
corner of room 16, for instance, and 
blowing m at the two windows at the 
side makes the room so cold as almost 
to freeze the water in the vas? upon 
the desk. Naturally the pupils on that 
side of the room are numb with cold. 
On the other side, the he.it pouring 
from the register in the wall keeps the 
red ribbon extended, and those sitting 
in the immed'ate vicinity are most un- 
comfortably Wctrm. That is, thoir heads 
and the upper parts of their bodies are 
so, though their feet are in an atmos- 
phere entirely different; for nere and 
there can be seen bits of paper skip- 
ping along, impelled by blasts from 
some unseen po .ver. It is an actual fact 
that not very long ago some of the girls 
stuffed the cracks under their seats 
with rags and paper to protJct them- 
Silves partiallv from the wind. 


If one opens the door inti the hall- 


way he is startled at the change pro- 
vided he is not used to it. Ho crosses 
the hall shivering and then enters an 
oven, or it m-ty be an ice box. Through 
the door which he has left open,, 
a cool breeze tushes jn, ana strikes ;i 
chill upon the pupils sitting near it. 
Those about the regisTer br^at'ie a si:rh 
of relief, but the pupils in ths frigid 
zone near the windows only look re- 
proachingly at the door and .ire silent. 


We go to rtom 13. The sazia con- 


ditions exist here. The wind jc-is tbe 
builSing slightly ana in spito of the 
numerous and unsightly nu-tal discs 
nailed on the ceiling to prevent the 
cracks from spreading further apart, a 
large cake of jlaster threataju to fall. 
The walls are gray as with the dust of 
centuries- The inscription. "1901" stands, 
out plainly: J'or some loyal classman 
has taken a rag and wiped the dirt 
away high on the wall, leaving the 
large, light numerals In marv-d con- 
trast. Yet, forsooth, some schools in 
<his city can have even thei^ nasempnt 
walls whitewashed twice in three years. 
These disgraceful walls and all the 
others in the high school, for they are 
all alike, have not been wh'tpwashPi 
since they ware erected to ail appear- 
ances. Any biard of health would con- 
demn the conditions in this kuiUlin1.;-, 
and rightly. 


But the wills are not the worst fea- 


ture that we bave to endure ,for al- 
though disagreeable to thj eyf>, \vc 
gradually beoome accustomed to theii 
filthiness and they cease to attract cur 
attention. The floors, however, are an- 
other matter. When we would lain 
look above them and pret-^a not to 
rtatice their wretchedness they remind 
us sharply that they are there ana are 
rough and sp'mtery. If you have ever 
been in a w^avt room of an oU n'lll 
you can form some idea as1 to the c au- 
dition of our f oors. There flor example 
goes a. fplltvn.- to the- door. His shoes are 
slightly worn <<rd he picks up twc ^on;; 
slivers of wood on his way. In every 
room Innumerable wnite spots show 
plainly where unfortunates ha"o taken 
p i^t of the high school floor with thenx

J. J. Leonard ofl Springfield, chairman 


of the board of assessors of that city, 
has compiled some remarkably inter- 
esting statistics concerning the popu- i 
lation, valuation and taxes of the cities 
of the state, His flgur«» ar* of value 
for purposes of comparison, and show 
some factg in regard to the material 
growth of this city in^roportion to the 
growth in population, which in) com- 
parison with ihe flicts for other cities 
of western Massachusetts will prove 
of popular in*eiest. 


The tables given below show that th« 


relative increase in the valuation of 
North Adams for the last ten years, 119 
per cent, is the highest rate of in- 
crease of any c;ty in western Massa- 
chusetts, and it is as a matter of fact 
the highest rate of aniy city in the state 
with the exception of Everett whera 
the increase was 137 per cent. In this 
connection it is interesting to note that 
the valuation flor North Adams seventh 
from the smallest of any city in the 
commonwealth, whereas 10 years <-go 
the valuation ;vns smaller than! that 
of any other place now a city- 


The amount raised by taxation in this 


city exceeds the amounts raised in only 
five cities in the state, while the amount 
raised per capita, $10.39, is the smallest 
of any- city in <he state except Chicouae 
and Lawrence. Incidentally, the valua- 
tion per capita is the smallest in the 
state except for the city of Chicosee.
